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Judge teaches prosecutor legal basics in murder case involving government cheating claims 
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C ourtrooms can be confusing for 
a layperson. Lawyers and judges 
like to speak in a shorthand 
legalese that is essentially bark¬ 
ing California code sections at one another: 
‘1101(b),” says an attorney during proceed¬ 
ings. His opponent 
responds, “352,” 
and then a third 
player, the judge, 
determines the dis¬ 
cussion requires a 
“402” hearing. Yet, 
court also occasion¬ 
ally offers moments 
of clarity a fifth- 
grader—or even a 
recalcitrant pros¬ 
ecutor-should be 
able to grasp. 

At Orange County’s central courthouse 
on July 25, exactly such an unambiguous 
event occurred just before 11 a.m. inside 
the top floor’s largest, long-trial court¬ 
room. The prized space has witnessed 
many high-profile criminal cases and 
for years belonged to the county’s senior 
judge, Francisco P. Briseno. Nowadays, 
Judge Thomas M. Goethals presides over 
C45, which, on a clear day, offers Pacific 
Ocean and Catalina Island views. 

It’s difficult to imagine that prosecu¬ 
tor Howard Gundy needed to be taught a 
lesson—that aforementioned moment of 
clarity—because he’s a veteran, but that’s 
what happened during one of Goethals’ 
current cases: People v. Scott Dekraai. In 
2011, the defendant committed the county’s 
deadliest massacre, fatally gunning down 
eight people, including his ex-wife, at a Seal 
Beach salon. Guilt isn’t an issue. The one¬ 
time fishing-charter crewman confessed 
when captured near the scene of the crime 
and formally pleaded guilty in May. 

Gundy and the Orange County district 
attorney’s office (OCDA) want to send 
Dekraai to death row, where he’ll likely 
die in his cell of natural causes. Dekraai’s 
defense lawyer, Assistant Public Defender 
Scott Sanders, is pushing for a 400-plus- 
year sentence without the possibility for 
parole, a scenario in which the defendant 
will also likely die in his cell of natural 
causes. Given the horrific circumstances 
of the shooting, it’s probable an Orange 
County jury would grant the OCDA’s 
request without deputy DAs breaking a 
sweat. But, sadly, the office adopted a win- 
at-all-costs mentality. 

The penalty phase of the case has been 
delayed for more than 18 months because 
Sanders noticed suspicious OCDA maneu- 
verings. On Jan. 31, he filed a 505-page 


motion detailing his yearlong probe. He 
says prosecutors and jail deputies inside 
the Orange County Sheriff’s Department 
(OCSD) breached discovery obligations to 
surrender exculpatory evidence to defense 
lawyers, violated pretrial defendants’ rights 
by engaging in illegal questioning plots, 
doctored informant programs to favor 
convictions and misled judges to cover up 
their misdeeds. 

Fortunately for Sanders, Goethals pre¬ 
sides in the Dekraai case. More than a few of 
the judge’s colleagues don’t hide their pro¬ 
government tilt, an unsurprising fact given 
so many folks in black robes here jump from 
OCDA jobs to the bench. Having worked as 


both a prosecutor and as a defense attorney, 
Goethals possesses dual empathy. 

When Sanders confronted Dan Wag¬ 
ner, the brainy, Boy Scout-looking, OCDA 
homicide-unit boss scoffed in contempt, 
urging Goethals—who headed the same 
homicide unit in the past—to dismiss the 
public defender’s claims without testing. 
Given that the prosecutor’s prior assertions 
didn’t prove especially accurate, the public 
defender’s stance prevailed, and subse¬ 
quent evidentiary hearings conducted 
from mid-March through this month have 
become embarrassments for DA Tony 
Rackauckas’ office. Indeed, given they 
weren’t going to admit corruption, OCDA 
officials—including Gundy—adopted the 
unenviable stance that all their errors com¬ 
mitted in more than a dozen felony cases 
were the result of unintentional ineptitude 
involving managerial housekeeping incom¬ 
petence or legal ignorance. 

Sanders says Wagner was so deter¬ 
mined to sabotage any possible Dekraai 
defense that he violated ethics, includ¬ 


ing ignoring a judge’s order in hopes of 
obtaining sealed, confidential psychiat¬ 
ric records; employed two-faced Mexi¬ 
can Mafia hoodlums as informants to 
entice the defendant into talking about 
crime details and revealing potential 
defense strategies; hid records of the 
informant’s activities; created mislead¬ 
ing audio and written records; refused to 
comply with Goethals-ordered discov¬ 
ery obligations; and took years to sur¬ 
render documents. 

It galls Sanders that OCDA conducted a 
media campaign alleging he has been cal¬ 
lously stalling the case and delaying justice 
for the victims’ families. He also thinks 
Rackauckas cheated by leaking to the press 
illegally obtained inflammatory record¬ 
ings that can’t be introduced in court. Says 
Sanders, “The signal to the public and, more 


important, to the future jurors on the case 
could not be clearer: The recordings show 
Dekraai should be executed.” 

Representing OCDA in the evidentiary 
hearings, Gundy has brought schoolboy zeal 
to the task. More than once, he has pounded 
his fists, raised his voice and snarled at the 
public defender, making no secret of the 
contempt prosecutors feel for Sanders. Con¬ 
sider his May 15, on-the-record colloquy 
with prosecutor Mark Geller, who reluc¬ 
tantly admits he failed to turn over required 
documents to defense lawyers and isn’t 
happy about the revelation because he said 
his mistakes weren’t nefarious. 

Gundy: “Tell me, you said you called Mr. 
Sanders an imbecile?” 

Geller: “And many other things, too.” 

Gundy: ‘Well, let’s use that word.” 

July 25 was the date Goethals scheduled 
for the Gundy-Sanders oral-argument 
showdown before ruling on whether OCDA 
has cheated; if so, he will then consider 


whether the office should be recused and 
banned from seeking the death penalty 
in the case. Whatever decision the judge 
makes will be historic. Spectators—includ¬ 
ing seven journalists—packed the court¬ 
room, but anticipation quickly dissipated. 

At the outset of the hearing, Goethals 
announced yet another setback for prosecu¬ 
tors, who claimed in January 2013 they’d 
surrendered all necessary evidence to the 
public defender only to later hand over 
12,000 pages after the judge demanded 
discovery compliance. Now, Sanders has 
uncovered an additional 1,826 pages of dis¬ 
covery the DA’s office failed to produce. 

“It’s a strange and challenging situation 
we find ourselves in today,” Goethals said. 
“The last thing I wanted to do is extend 
this hearing, [but new evidence] suddenly 
washed ashore, [and Sanders has been say¬ 
ing] ‘the People have been hiding the ball.’” 

Over Gundy’s exasperated objections, the 
judge agreed to allow the public defender 
to re-question Wagner, deputy DA Erik 
Petersen and OCSD Deputy Seth Tunstall, 
the author of the missing documents. 

This is when that moment of clarity 
happened. Rising to his feet and lifting his 
voice, Gundy refused to concede OCDA 
had ethical obligations to get the missing 
records to Sanders because prosecutors 
allegedly didn’t know about them. Goethals 
looked equally exasperated. He picked up 
a copy of a 2005 California Supreme Court 
opinion (People v. Salazar) and read lines 
describing a prosecutor’s “duty” to learn of 
all evidence collected by police in a case. 

Gundy shifted the subject, declaring, 

“not everything is discoverable.” Then he 
said what information Tunstall knows 
about cases can’t be “imputed” to the 
OCDA. The judge disagreed, noting that 
even the agency’s training manual requires 
prosecutors to comply with the high court’s 
instruction. He also was incredulous that 
Gundy distanced the office from Tunstall, 
who has been a member of state prosecu¬ 
tion teams for years. 

“To say he’s not a state agent is disingenu¬ 
ous,” Goethals said. 

Sanders chimed in, stating, ‘What they 
are saying is, Ybu’ll never know [what 
exculpatory evidence exists].”’ 

Gundy tried one last move, arguing the 
key isn’t whether records exist that should 
be surrendered, but rather whether the 
defense can prove prosecutors purposely 
hid the evidence. 

Goethals wasn’t impressed. 

The judge, who is expected to issue his 
final ruling in early August, advised the pros¬ 
ecutor, “The law isn’t that complicated.”

is it about the many

And the recently concluded World 
Cup taught American sports fans the wonder that 
is "Eh... PU-TOV ("Hey... FAG-GOT!"), chanted 
at the opposing portero after every goal kick. All 
non-Mexicans in losEstados UnidosmW slowly 
learn Spanish as their numbers decline and Mexi¬ 
cans increase—after all, they don't want to be 
economically retarded like non-English-speaking 
Mexicans, do they?

When he was going 
around the country while writing Travels With 
Charley, the Homer from Salinas wrote to his 
wife that he had prepared a bowl of pozole (he 
called it "pissoli"), which doesn't involve tortillas 
(though it can) or meat (though it can). He also 
loved Bohemia beer, writing, "Ah, Bohemia beer 
and the Pyramid of the Sun; entire civilizations 
have created less." Finally, tamales make many 
appearances in his works, from Tortilla Flatto 
The Pastures of Heaven and more. Besides, 
what's gabachofood if not bread, a choice of 
meat and gallons of corn syrup?

HOW ORANGE COUNTY’S 
HIGHEST-PROFILE MURDER TRIAL 
BECAME JUST ANOTHER CASE- 
AND THAT’S A GOOD THING

The jury re-entered the courtroom at 
3:22 p.m. After the verdicts were read— 
Brito and Zavala were found guilty of vol¬ 
untary manslaughter and assault with force 
likely to cause great bodily injury—the clerk 
punctuated the moment by polling the jury 
“Juror No. 1, are these your verdicts and 
findings as read?” she asked.

CAME IN: THE JURY IN THE KIM PHAM 
CASE HAD REACHEDAVERDICT. 


Over the next hour, people trickled 
into the Orange County Central Justice 
Center’s Courtroom 45, where most long¬ 
term trials take place. The small press 
corps that had followed the proceedings 
were the first on the scene, followed by 
Pham’s Vietnamese friends and family. 
The Latino supporters of Candace Brito 
and Vanesa Zavala, the women charged 
with Pham’s death, arrived last, resigned 
to what was about to happen. The room 
eventually overflowed, mostly with the 
Pham family’s supporters spilling out into 
the hallway, tears already in their eyes. 

It was the ending to one of Orange 
County’s highest-profile murder cases 
in recent years: a beautiful, young 
Vietnamese-American newlywed and 
recent college graduate killed in a fight 
outside a restaurant in Santa Ana. The 
story made international headlines and 
immediately became a referendum on 
the New OC, a place where minorities 
were now the majority and the old guard 
didn’t know what to do or feel. Mul¬ 
tiple narratives popped up: the apathy 
of youth culture (Why didn’t anyone 
stop the fight?), a glimpse of the future 
of OC race relations (Did the Mexican 
defendants attack Pham because she 
was Asian? Were Vietnamese refusing 
to cooperate with authorities because of 
their culture?), the discontents of gen- 
trification (this is what happens when 
a city tries to attract out-of-towners). 
When the trial started after months of 
delays, the possibility of a legal circus in 
which race-baiting, victim-shaming and 
other indignities seemed imminent. 

But a funny thing happened on the 
way to the verdict: nothing. The fight 
involving Pham, Brito and Zavala was not 
racially motivated, and people did try to 
step in and stop it. The district attorney’s 
office, who had staged a travesty of justice 
20 years earlier with a similar case, didn’t 
demonize; the defense team didn’t slur 
anyone during the two-week trial. The 
fight on Jan. 18 was not the clash of civili¬ 
zations; it was just tragic.

“Yes.” 

“Juror No. 2, are these your verdicts and 
findings as read?” 

Et cetera. 

After the verdicts were confirmed and 
Judge Thomas Goethals scheduled the 
sentencing date, there was no celebra¬ 
tion, no outbursts of emotion other than 
the quiet weeping of Pham’s, Brito’s and 
Zavala’s families and some jurors. Santa 
Ana police staffers privately congratulated 
detectives Leo Rodriguez and Patricia 
Navarro for cracking the case, as observ¬ 
ers waited for elevators. The courtroom 
was cleared so jurors could exit through a 
rear door. 

Kim Pham’s father, Dung Pham, headed 
to the second floor to hold a small press 
conference. There, he said what everyone 
was feeling—not just about his daughter, 
but also about the entire situation. 

“I stand here today, but my spirit died 
when my daughter did,” he said. “When 
I see Miss Brito and Miss Zavala cry, I am 
sad for them, too. Nobody win; nobody 
lost. I don’t feel sad; I don’t feel happy.” 

Even the broad-shouldered prosecu¬ 
tor, Deputy District Attorney Troy Pino, 
was shaken. During the trial, he had said 
that what happened that night wasn’t a 
tragedy. “Natural disasters, cancer, people 
dying on the freeway—those are trag¬ 
edies,” he said during his closing state¬ 
ments. “This was criminal.” 

But during a short press conference 
after the verdicts were read, Pino didn’t 
bask in his victory. “You have one young 
woman who is dead,” he said, pausing 
momentarily to collect himself. “And you 
have two young women who have been 
convicted of a homicide. Nobody wins.” 




I ’ll never understand why it was so 
hard to break up those two girls,” 
Michael Molfetta, Brito’s defense 
lawyer and a former bouncer, told 
the Weekly hours after the verdicts were 
read. “I believe that the people that stood 
in line, that videotaped it are abject jack¬ 
asses. ... I guarantee you this: If I were 
there, I could’ve broken up that quarrel in 
four seconds.” 

Molfetta’s opinion was shared by the 
world. In the days following the fight, as 
Pham lay brain dead in St. Joseph’s Hos¬ 
pital in Orange, waiting to have her organs 
harvested, she was quickly becoming a 
modern-age Kitty Genovese. When the 
first videos of the fight went viral, showing 
what looked like a crowd of people attack¬ 
ing Pham as others recorded or openly 
joked, the brawl became an indictment of 
the millennial society, which found indif¬ 
ferent young people lacking the empathy 
to care beyond the spectacle of it all. 

“The bottom line is that, apparently, we 
live in a world right now where the twen¬ 
tysomething set are faster to pull out a

cell phone and record than call the police 
or pull apart the 5-foot-l, 100-something- 
pound girl and the 5-foot-3,120-some- 
thing-pound girl and tell them to shut up,” 
Molfetta said. 

Later videos and testimony, however, 
disproved the idea that Pham found herself 
alone, surrounded by people beating her 
(no less than 15 individuals could be seen 
in videos attempting to break up the fight). 
And the uncaring-millennials narrative 
simply didn’t hold up. Two of the prosecu¬ 
tion’s star witnesses did record or tried to 
record the fight so they could later upload 
the videos to the Internet. But while they 
were caught up in the moment, they even¬ 
tually had epiphanies: They regretted what 
they did, and it was obvious during the trial 
their actions still haunted them. 

Jason Loyola, the prosecution’s star 
witness, was angry with the situation 
almost immediately. He had been stand¬ 
ing down the line from Pham and her 
friends when the incident happened. The 
24-year-old saw almost everything, from 
the verbal argument to the start of the 
fight to Pham’s friends apparently lying 
to the police as they were interviewed 
afterward. He had also tried to pull out 
his cell phone to record the event, but 
he wasn’t able to before other people 
around him started fighting and every¬ 
thing became chaotic. 

Loyola immediately went to Facebook 
to vent his frustration, writing that night 
that he had “watched someone die.” 

When interviewed by the police, Loyola 
said that Pham had been “sucker kicked” 
and that it was “undeserved.” 

But Loyola didn’t wholeheartedly 
absolve Pham, either. On the stand, he was 


quiet but steadfast with both lawyers dur¬ 
ing questioning. 

“[Pham’s] friends were holding her 
back and telling her to calm down, but she 
swung anyway,” Loyola said, shaking his 
head. “That’s when the brawl started.” 

Aaron Remulla, a twentysomething 
Filipino-American man, sat uncomfort¬ 
ably on the witness stand on the second 
day of the trial. On the night of the fight, 
he had been standing in line slightly in 
front of Pham and her friends, wearing 
a black T-shirt and a hat that made him 
easily identifiable to other witnesses. 
When the brawl started, he was one of 
the first to pull out his phone and start 
recording, and his video would become 
a key piece of evidence for the prosecu¬ 
tion. In other videos, he can be seen 
approaching the scrum, venturing closer 
than any of the other voyeurs, crouching 


to get a better angle of the fight—a mil¬ 
lennial at his worst. 

On the screens in the courtroom, 
Remulla seemed excited; on the stand, 
he was introspective, almost uncoopera¬ 
tive. He had originally attempted to hand 
over his video anonymously, but Pino had 
called him as a witness for the prosecu¬ 
tion. After some prodding, Remulla finally 
went into detail about what he saw that 
night, how he saw Brito and Zavala kick 
Pham. How when he realized Pham might 
have died, everything changed. 

“The incident greatly affected you, 
didn’t it?” Pino asked him. 

“Yes,” he replied quietly. “I’ve been hav¬ 
ing trouble sleeping.” 

“Why?” Pino continued. 

“I didn’t realize I was watching 
someone die.”

D C’s Vietnamese population has long 
been thought of as refugees and lit¬ 
tle else, but it has undergone a sub¬ 
stantial transformation in the past 
decade as second-generation Vietnamese- 
Americans grew up and became young 
adults. As one of them, Pham exposed the 
generation gap that grows with each year 
between the refugee community and their 
assimilated children. The Vietnamese-lan- 
guage press keenly followed the case, its 
readers slamming the second generation 
as out-of-control youth who had it com¬ 
ing, who had lost the ways of their elders 
and brought dishonor to the diaspora. 

In the days after the incident, there 
were rumors that Pham’s friends weren’t 
cooperating with the investigation, in 
part because of the belief that Vietnamese 
mistrust the police. (That’s not completely 
true: Many of her friends did help with 
the investigation.) There was also the alle¬ 
gation that Pham or Pham’s friends were 
members of a street gang; this was never 
proved and never made it into court. But 
the gossip spread through the Little Sai¬ 
gon airwaves, as well as via social media. 
Soon, the criticisms became the story. 
“When something happens to a Mexi¬ 
can or a Black person, people are up in 
arms to defend them,” aNguoi Viet Daily 
News reader wrote in early July. “How can 
Vietnamese ever expect to win if we have 
no advocates of our own?” 

The barbs continued as readers fol¬ 
lowed the day-to-day developments of the 
case. They criticized individual witnesses, 
asked what else could have been done and 
were mindful of the community’s future. 

“We Vietnamese came to this country 
after a disaster,” wrote another reader. “Our 
children grew up in this country. But how 
many of them are interested in our country, 
our history? How many of them are main¬ 
taining their moral character? Should we 
even call them Vietnamese? Everything 
you read about Vietnamese today is about 
breaking the law. When they go out, they’re 
scantily clad and are rude and cause trou¬ 
ble. What will their future look like?” 

“At first, everyone was outraged,” says 
Ha Giang, Nguoi Viet ’s assistant editor in 
chief. “The first day or two, they thought 
it was discrimination or racial hatred, 
but then the emotions changed to disap¬ 
pointment. ... Some readers even said, 
‘Shame on you, shame on you, why don’t 
you speak up?”’ 

The relationship between Vietnamese 
and Mexicans quickly became a focus of the 
media covering the incident, especially as 
it had played out in downtown Santa Ana. 
Over the past decade, the area had wel¬ 
comed new restaurants, bars and clubs that 
pushed out Latino clientele and businesses 
via gentrification. A significant number of 
the new customers were young Asians, most 
of whom had never stepped foot in the city 


before. An uneasy, unspoken tension played 
out nightly, as lifelong residents of Santa 
Ana quietly fretted about the young Asians 
who were coming into their city. And Latino 
advocacy groups openly complained the 
newcomers were attracting too many bars 
and too much chaos. 

Tensions came to a head in 2010, when 
a 23-year-old Asian man from Irvine was 
murdered during a mugging in a Santa 
Ana parking structure after a night out. 
The downtown scene notably chilled for 
several months, but that chill dissipated 
as more businesses came and boosters 
doubled down. 

At the beginning of 2014, those years of 
push and hype were paying off with long 
lines, social-media buzz, and the planned 
opening of more than a dozen restaurants 
and bars, with more to come. On week¬ 
ends, most of the restaurants had hours- 
long waits. During art walks, it would take 
half an hour to get into a parking struc¬ 
ture. Lines of young twentysomethings 
would twist around the Yost Theater. 

After Pham’s death, businesses and 
political leaders quickly tried to save what 
they had built. “We see this assault as an 
assault on one of our own,” Santa Ana 
Mayor Miguel Pulido said during a press 
conference five days after Pham’s death. 
“We don’t see it as a hate crime.” 

As he spoke, the city’s Vietnamese-com¬ 
munity liaison, Ken Nguyen, worked the 
crowd, talking directly to members of the 
Vietnamese press about the efforts the city 
had made with community organizations 
during the investigation. He mentioned 
how, if they wanted, Vietnamese witnesses 
could speak anonymously and privately to 
the mayor and the police chief. 

Downtown Inc., a coalition of most of 
the new downtown’s businesses, offered 
a $5,000 reward for information two days 
after the beating happened. That amount 
would be matched by the city, doubling 
it to $10,000. Police immediately started 
patrolling the area, often by planting 
squad cars in conspicuous spots in hopes 
of making visitors feel more comfortable. 

But it was too late. 

Now, visit downtown Santa Ana on an 
off-peak weeknight, and it’s eerie. The 
sidewalks are clear, and the people who 
are out are more low-key—couples look¬ 
ing for a quick dinner, artists looking for a 
patron instead of a party. Stroll along the 
area’s wide sidewalks, and you’ll rarely be 
accosted or even share space with another 
pedestrian. Go close enough to closing time, 
and it’s a ghost town—you wouldn’t even 
be able to tell that it was one of the county’s 
most popular nightlife neighborhoods. 

The Crosby, the restaurant/lounge/ 
club that launched the rest of downtown 
Santa Ana into regional prominence 
and stood beside the infamous incident, 
closed the day after Pham died; the own¬ 
ers recently opened a new restaurant, the 
North Left, in its place, emphasizing food 
over trendiness. Business in the area has 
notably suffered, with restaurateurs not¬ 
ing that what’s missing is young Asians 
such as Pham.

“They were the ones coming in and 
spending money/’ said one restaurant 
owner, who requested anonymity. “Bunch 
of [UC Irvine] kids. But after Pham’s death, 
they were too afraid to come—they thought 
Mexicans were ready to kill them.” 

T he race-war angle never materialized 
in the trial. No other such crimes 
have happened in Orange County, let 
alone Santa Ana, since. And the word 
gang was uttered just once during testi¬ 
mony, as Zavala’s attorney, Kenneth Reed, 
cross-examined Jacqueline Dinh, a close 
friend of Pham’s who went with her to the 
Crosby the night Pham died. “So, you guys 
rolled together—” he began, asking about 
how they all drove to the area. 

“We didn’t roll together,” Dinh 
interrupted angrily. 

“No, I don’t mean like in a gang; I meant 
you drove together,” Reed clarified. 

The Pham trial was completely neu-

tral, almost devoid of anything race- or 
class-related. The prosecution set out 
to prove Zavala and Brito had kicked 
Pham in the head knowing full well that 
kicking someone there could kill them. 
Pino approached the trial methodically, 
presenting testimony from eyewitnesses 
point-by-point, making sure to not miss 
a detail. He’d often put on his reading 
glasses, which perpetually hung from his 
neck, to look over his notes. 

The defense, in turn, sought to prove 
that Brito and Zavala weren’t trying to kill 
Pham, that they were afraid for their safety 
and didn’t mean to kick her in the head. 
Defense attorneys Reed and Molfetta 
played off each other’s strengths, Reed hit¬ 
ting all of the technical aspects, as Molfetta 
spoke to the jury and won over witnesses 
with his charm. During the trial, Reed 
would go before Molfetta during argu¬ 
ments and testimony, laying a foundation 
of facts, frames pulled from videos and 
technicalities. Molfetta would then follow 
up, speaking directly to the jury about how 
he thought the entire situation was a trag¬ 
edy or talking to witnesses, who, though 
visibly nervous moments before, would 
become more comfortable. 

That such civility ruled the Pham trial— 



























that it was ultimately a murder trial and 
nothing else—represented a small miracle, 
especially given Orange County history In 
the fall of 1993, two groups of teenage boys— 
one predominantly white, one Latino—got 
into an argument at Calafia Beach in San 
Clemente. As the group of whites sped away 
in a truck, the Latinos threw rocks, buckets 
and other tools at the vehicle. One of the 
teens in the truck, 17-year-old Steve Woods, 
was impaled through the skull by a paint 
roller, setting off anti-Mexican vitriol from 
an old guard who felt their children were 
under attack by invading illegal immigrants, 
despite the fact that most of the Latinos 
were citizens or legal residents. 

What happened next was a miscarriage 
of justice, nowadays discussed in history 
classes as a shameful part of our not-so- 
distant past. The Orange County district 
attorney's office spun a story of preda¬ 
tory Mexicans on the prowl to spill white 
blood, despite little evidence to prove 
it. The final result: five second-degree 
murder convictions (another defendant 
pleaded guilty to a charge of voluntary 
manslaughter) and a toxic atmosphere 
that served as fuel for the anti-immigrant 
Proposition 187, whose supporters held 
rallies showing the gruesome X-ray of 
the paint roller through Woods' skull as a 
warning of what happens when too many 
Mexicans are in Orange County. 

Even with convictions in hand, the 
prosecution and Woods’ family was 
unhappy. “I am so disgusted,” Shellie 
Woods, Steve's older sister, told the Los 


Angeles Times after two of the boys were 
sentenced to the California Youth Author¬ 
ity instead of state prison. “My brother 
didn’t get justice today.” 

The victim’s mother would lead an 
unsuccessful recall campaign against pre¬ 
siding Judge Everett Dickey and threw 
her moral weight behind Prop. 187. “If 
our borders were controlled, probably my 
son would be alive today,” Kathy Woods 
told the Times. 

Thankfully, none of that happened dur¬ 
ing the Pham trial. It was supposed to be a 
game-changer; instead, it was just another

murder case. And as callous as it sounds, 
it’s ultimately a good thing. 

C andace Brito and Vanesa Zavala will 
be sentenced on Sept. 12. They face 
up to 11 years in state prison. 

Pham’s death didn’t turn into a 
rallying cry for Asian-American activists 
as did Vincent Chin, a Chinese-American 
man bludgeoned to death with a baseball 
bat in 1982 by laid-off autoworkers in a 
hate crime. There won’t be any rallies 
demanding justice, no civil-rights groups 
issuing a call to arms. Even the local media, 


which provided wall-to-wall coverage in 
the weeks after her death, ultimately got 
over it; only the Weekly and Nguoi Viet sent 
reporters to cover the trial daily, with most 
outlets sending reporters just for opening 
and closing arguments and the verdict. 

The most lasting reminder of that Janu¬ 
ary night might be the utility box near 
where Pham was beaten. The night of her 
death, it was gunmetal gray; in the weeks 
that followed, it turned into a massive 
memorial that necessitated its own traffic 
barricade. Now, it’s a collage of half-faces, 
part of a city public art project. Here is 
the new Orange County: Mexican, Viet¬ 
namese, African-American, young, old, 
smiling, frowning, brought together by 
tragedy instead of divided. Only one face 
is whole—Pham’s—over which one of her 
poems is printed: 

Rainbow gradient 
to light the sky 
colors that marinate 
as the sun says goodbye 

as the hour approaches 
when coals spark embers 
we light a cigar 
and then we remember 

all the sadness and madness 
all that we are 
to love we surrender 
and let time kiss our scars

Remembrances of 
Pokes Past 

PokiNometry in Anaheim has mastered the alchemy of sushi with its poki bowls

T hese are the days of poke. More 
and more OC places sell the 
Hawaiian foodstuff of legend¬ 
ary deliciousness—North Shore 
Poke Co. in Huntington Beach, Kawamata 
Seafood in Dana Point, Costco in Tustin— 
proving that mainlanders are finally warm¬ 
ing up to this neglected cousin of ceviche 
and sashimi. 

Then there’s PokiNometry in Anaheim, 
which sells “poki,” not “poke.” “Poki,” as it 
says on the eatery’s website, is “a new style 
of sushi, derived from the Hawaiian dish 
poke.” Before I tried it, the proclamation 
sounded presumptuous, as if there were 
something about poke to improve upon. 

But when I took my first spoonful, I real¬ 
ized PokiNometry’s dish really was quite 
different. It’s a derivative work—a product 
that has elements of the original—but as 
with ‘Weird Al” Yankovic’s ‘Word Crimes,” 
it’s an homage that could very well surpass 
what inspired it thanks to the sheer genius 
of its construction. 

As with Pieology and so many others 
these days, PokiNometry is built on the 
Chipotle model. To order here is to get in 
a queue behind a sneeze guard and guide 
at least three assembly-line employees in 
how to build your meal. They start with the 
base, which can be either salad greens, a 
handful of store-bought tortilla-chip rounds, 
seasoned sushi rice or plain brown rice. No 
matter which you choose, the price starts at 
$7 for a small, $10.50 for a large. A medium 
allows for three scoops of fish; the large, five. 

After the base comes a chance to add 
slivered onions, sliced cucumbers, a scoop of 


avocado and krab mix. Then, you pick your 
poisson from colorful trays that include dice¬ 
sized cubes of mashed spicy tuna, raw ahi, 
salmon, albacore, yellowtail, scallop, cooked 
shrimp or octopus. Your choice is deposited 
by ice-cream scoop—not directly onto your 
rice, chips or salad, but into a metal bowl for 
further seasoning. 

The next station features a series of 
metal pumps that contain sesame oil, chile 
oil and ponzu. The sauces are massaged 
into the fish, with the finished amalgam 
then slid atop your bowl. If you opted 
for the salad, an onion vinaigrette can be 
doused onto the greens by squirt bottle. 

Just before you get to the cashier, there’s 
one last station, where you have the option 
to add a shake of sesame seeds and sea¬ 
weed, a pinch of diced scallions, a spoonful 
of DayGlo smelt eggs, a smear of wasabi, 
and a wad of pickled ginger. 

You take your finished meal to the sparse 
dining room, where using a spoon or fork 
is more common than chopsticks. If s hard 
at peak times to find an open seat because 
PokiNometry has gone viral in its three 
months. The crowd skews to the young, 
Asian and the Instagram set, but on one 
visit, I witnessed a few Disneyland cast 
members getting dinner before work. On 
another, two uniformed Anaheim cops 
stood in line with the rest of us. 

This restaurant, as with the recent Samu¬ 
rai Burrito, isn’t for the sushi purist; if s for 
the explorer. What you taste in these poki 
bowls will be familiar, as though you’ve had 
these exact combos of components before— 
perhaps as a rainbow roll. But it hooks you 


because there’s a sushi-grade level of fresh¬ 
ness, a creaminess to the fish and a pleas¬ 
ant burning sensation that comes with the 
sauce used to dress the dish. You also get 
the feeling the people behind the concept 
mastered the mysterious alchemy of sushi 
long before they opened this place. They 
even figured out that brown rice works 
extraordinarily well with these ingredients, 
in this order, and dabbed with the nuclear- 
powered hot sauce called “Dynamite.” 

Yet, for me, there was something else 
about these bowls. It was as though I’ve 
tasted this very dish before. But where? On 
my third trip, I asked one of the assembly¬ 
line workers who the owner was. 

“Oh, it’s my brother,” she responded. “He 
opened this place because he has a sushi 
bar in Tustin where the poke bowl’s the 
most popular item, but his customers kept 
wanting to customize it, to trade one fish 
for another. So he figured he’d just open this 
place to make it easier.” 

It was then that all the puzzle pieces 
came together. I realized I didn’t just have 
this dish before, about a decade ago at that 
same sushi bar, but it was the first bowl of 
poke I ever ate. 

“This sushi place in Tustin—is it Tommy’s 
Sushi?” I asked. 

‘Yes!” she shrieked. ‘You know it?”

I might be one of the few people in OC, if 
not the world, who prefers soba noodles 
to ramen. Don't get me wrong—ramen is 
a wonderful thing. But let us now praise 
the humble soba, redolent of buckwheat 
and heft, its soft bends more flowing, 
more lyrical than ramen s jagged peaks 
and valleys. Alas, it's almost always 
served as an afterthought in Southern 
California, often given away for free as 
part of a combo plate, dwarfed by its big¬ 
ger udon brother. No one writes odes to 
soba; its broth is never code for Japanese 
genius. As with the Vietnamese bo kho, it's 
relegated to the edges of popular culture. 

May that change very quickly with 
the debut of Tanakaya, Orange County's 
first restaurant devoted to soba. Its own¬ 
ers come from a family that has run a 
Tanakaya in Japan since 1948, but they 
opened last week in OC's most legend¬ 
ary multicultural shopping place, the 
one off El Camino Real in Tustin whose 
most famous tenants are probably Cream 
Pan and Deva's. And Tanakaya is already 
the suavest tenant in the area, with its 
long room minimally decorated save for 
the sound of smooth jazz that you could 
easily mistake for a gentrifying restaurant 
in San Francisco's Mission District. 

I've already visited four times, and I'll 
probably be there every week as long as 
it's around. Soba comes cold or hot— 
with bubbling cauldrons bobbing with 
vegetables, meats, rice cakes and more. 
My favorite of these soups is the curry, 
so thick you could probably stand on it if 
it were filling a pool. But the better option 
might be the cold soba, as those come in 
gigantic bamboo wickers that can't pos¬ 
sibly be finished by three people in one 
sitting. Udon noodles are also available, 
and the soups come with a bona fide 
wooden ladle, the most beautiful spoon 
you'll ever use to slurp and downright 
Bauhaus in its functional beauty. 

The only people visiting so far are 
Japanese natives—Asian hipsters have 
yet to make this an Instagram sensa¬ 
tion. So go while there's a chance to 
nab a table. And one final enticement: 
Tanakaya makes their noodles fresh daily. 
Long may soba reign in OC!

Brendan Gleeson shines as an Irish priest in crisis in Calvary

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I n Calvary, Brendan Gleeson plays a 
Catholic priest who plods through a 
rustic Irish village that’s more brutal 
than beautiful. The beach is gray the 
waves are choppy and the wind whips his 
ankle-length black cassock as though every 
step were a fight against nature. In some 
ways, it is. Gleeson, an imposing, barrel¬ 
chested actor, here appears even woollier. 
With his patchwork red-and-gray beard 
grown long and his hair draped over his 
ears, he resembles an ancient mammoth, 
and it’s quickly clear his parishioners wish 
he were extinct. 

Gleeson’s Father James shouldn’t take it 
personally. Though Ireland still describes 
itself as a religious country—nearly 85 
percent of the Republic claims to be Catho¬ 
lic—the current generation toggles between 
anger, apathy and angst. The church’s 
chokehold on the government has only in 
their lifetime begun to loosen: divorce finally 
became legal in 1997, abortion just this year. 
During that same stretch, the nation was 
rocked by child-molestation scandals, and 
Sunday mass attendance dropped by half. 
Yet, in a country where Catholicism and 
culture were once synonymous, the people 
remain steeped in tradition almost reluc¬ 
tantly, as if it’s a damp sweater they can’t peel 
off. When the ordinary sinners of Father 
James’ parish cross his path down at the 
pub, they can’t decide whether to insult him 
or confess. They tend to do both, the entire 


hamlet behaving like teenagers who are act¬ 
ing out against their dads. 

One local, however, decides to go fur¬ 
ther. Calvary opens with a claustrophobic 
shot of the priest in his confessional, rais¬ 
ing his eyebrows in slight surprise when a 
parishioner slips into the other side to talk. 
What the mysterious stranger says makes 
things worse. From the age of 7 to 12, he was 
raped by a priest. Now, he desires Old Testa¬ 
ment retribution. In exactly one week—“A 
Sunday, that’ll be a good one”—he wants 
Father James to meet him on the shore so 
he can murder him in vengeance against 
the Church. “There’s no point in killing a 
bad priest,” the man jokes. Father James, 
however, is innocent, which means just as 
the town has reduced him to a symbol of the 
faith they hate, his assassin sees him as the 
perfect martyr. 

With that hook, you’d expect writer/ 
director John Michael McDonagh’s (The 
Guard) film to proceed as though it were 
a whodunit, with the good priest trying to 
solve and prevent his death before it hap¬ 
pens. Not so. In a town this small, Father 
James has already pinpointed the killer 
by voice, not that we’re privy to his scoop. 
Initially, we suspect everyone: the bitter doc¬ 
tor (Aidan Gillen), the sexually frustrated 
nerd (Killian Scott), the rich drunk (Dylan 
Moran), the bankrupted pub owner (Pat 
Shortt), the meatheaded local butcher (Chris 
O’Dowd) and the Ivory Coast Lothario 


(Isaach De Bankole) bonking the butcher’s 
shallow wife (Orla O’Rourke). McDonagh 
jump-scares us by having the suspects sud¬ 
denly pop up to glower at Father James’ 
back or slam-cutting to a close-up of raw 
meat thwacked by a cleaver. But the priest 
seems so resigned to his fate that, a third 
of the way through, we forget about the 
impending crime altogether—it’s at once 
both Chekhov’s gun and simply an excuse to 
watch closely how the townsfolk act toward 
a man of the cloth. 

Like his brother Martin, the U.K. play¬ 
wright of The Pillowman and The Lieuten¬ 
ant oflnishmore (and director of In Bruges, 
another philosophical comedy that hinges 
on killing a priest), McDonagh specializes in 
literate tragicomedies that show off their tal¬ 
ents while tearing up the image of Ireland as 
a post-card place of cheery hills and big-grin¬ 
ning drunks. That’s blarney. Modern Ireland 
is in a fascinating moment of self-reflection 
and deserves storytellers like the McDonagh 
brothers, who give the country’s struggles 
weight, if not quite dignity. Even the stereo¬ 
types seem aware that they’re stereotypes. 
Sighs Gillen, “The atheistic doctor—it’s a 
cliche part to play,” a line that gets a giggle 
but is too self-aware to register as more than 
McDonagh beating us to the punch. When 
another character, a reclusive old novelist 
(M. Emmet Walsh), breezily insists, “My 
whole life is an affectation,” Father James 
blurts, “That’s one of those lines that sounds 


witty but doesn’t actually make sense.” 

Everyone besides Gleeson is forced to 
act like a bow tie-wearing, lollipop-sucking, 
cocaine-snorting kook. There’s even a bit 
part for a gay hustler (Owen Sharpe) who 
talks like Jimmy Cagney and wears the only 
other crucifix in town. They’re all vibrating 
on a wackier frequency than Gleeson, ping¬ 
ing off him as though cheap BB gun pellets 
while he gives the film more gravitas than 
the other characters deserve. He has the 
odd ability to take up most of the space on a 
screen while seeming almost see-through— 
his face hardly moves, but all his vulnerabili¬ 
ties are laid bare. He’s one of the finest actors 
we have, and in casting him as the lead, 
McDonagh—no fan of the Church himself, 

I’d wager—stacks the deck so that regard¬ 
less of our own religious reservations, we’re 
forced to care about Father James as a man. 
You can’t help but think of that 2,000-year- 
old martyr who also accepted his own 
death—a suicide of sorts—and changed his¬ 
tory. That Father James has no pretensions 
his life or death will change anything makes 
his willing sacrifice all the more saintly.

CHILD OF GOD If director/co-writer James 
Franco had retitled his adaptation of Cormac 
McCarthy's 1973 novel Child of God to A 
Man's Love fora Corpse, he'd have a more 
honest film on his hands—not to mention a 
purposefully campy one. But no such luck. 
Franco, his co-collaborator Vince Jolivette, 
and star Scott Haze appear to regard this 
outlandish outcast-against-the-world saga 
with utmost solemnity. As it stands, Child 
of God is brazenly, outstandingly bad, as 
vague, pretentious, and pointless as its sorry 
title. Set in rural Tennessee (but shot in rural 
West Virginia), Child of God tries to make a 
tragic antihero out of Lester Ballard (Haze), 
a mush-mouthed, rifle-toting redneck. A 
prologue shows him losing his dead daddy's 
house to a greedy landowner. But if there's a 
reason to care for this character, Franco and 
Jolivette haven't provided any explanation 
more substantive than "society neglected 
him." One night, he finds a couple copulat¬ 
ing in their car; he is caught masturbating 
near the car; he returns to find them dead 
from carbon monoxide poisoning; and he 
promptly defiles the deceased woman (Nina 
Ljeti) and makes her his secret trophy wife. 

In the most twisted take on a man's bonding 
with an inanimate object since Tom Hanks' 
love affair with Wilson the volleyball in Cast 
Away, Lester ends up with two carnival 
teddy bear prizes as his sole companions. 
They are alternately depicted as confi¬ 
dantes, voyeurs, and traitors (when, in the 
funniest scene, Lester shoots their feathered 
torsos to bits, on grounds of "treason.") 
Some may be moved by this impromptu 
execution; most, however, will deem Child 
of God god-awful. (R) Sam Weisberg. AMC 
Orange 30. 

GET ON UP In Tate Taylor's subtly extraor¬ 
dinary James Brown biopic Get On Up, 
Chadwick Boseman plays the man who, 
seemingly just by willing it to be so, became 
the Godfather of Soul. Get On Up isn't a 
perfect picture; there are moments of 
awkwardness, little gambles that don't 
quite pay off. But it's one of those experi¬ 
ments that's both flawed and amazing, a 
mainstream movie that fulfills old-fashioned 
entertainment-value requirements, even as 
it throws off flashes of insight. Boseman, in 
this grand yet gently shaded performance, 
may not be playing the James Brown; he's 
probably playing an idea of James Brown, 
the amalgam of life and legend that Brown 
himself so carefully cultivated. But it's an 
idea that rings with integrity, and Boseman 
and Taylor touch upon many things that we 
know to be true. We see longtime collabora¬ 
tors like Maceo Parker (Craig Robinson) and 
Bobby Byrd (Nelsan Ellis) straining under his 
tyranny. We see Brown struggling with tax 
problems of his own making and roughing 
up one of his wives, DeeDee (Jill Scott)— 
Get On Up isn't a hagiography. Taylor makes 
some extremely smart choices: Most 
notably, he stops the movie's action now and 
then to have Boseman address the camera 
directly, always a risky proposition. In the 
first of these bracingly straightforward mis¬ 
sives, Brown tells us, "You can bet your bot¬ 
tom dollar that every record you've got has 
a piece of me on it"—a not-so-veiled refer¬ 
ence to his enduring influence and to the 
number of times he's been sampled, illegally 
or otherwise. Brown's message, channeled 
through Boseman, is that we made him 
what he is today, what he continues to be 
from beyond the grave. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek.

the movie that's Fun! with a capital F, the 
one populated with seemingly unpretentious 
characters who say adorable, clever things, 
the one that presents each off-kilter joke 
as if it were a porcelain curio, the one that 
boasts a comfort-food soundtrack of songs 
you've always liked but perhaps haven't 
heard in a while. On the plus side, James 
Gunn's Guardians of the Galaxy, adapted 
from the Marvel comic book series of the 
same name, has a sense of humor about 
itself: Even when characters strut around 
dropping hefty expository bundles like 
"Ronan is destroying Xanderian outposts 
throughout the galaxy!" they do so with 
a wink. But by the end, you'll have been 
winked at so much you may think you've 
been staring at a strobe light for nearly 
two hours. Our rogue space scavenger 
Peter Quill is joined in his exploits by green¬ 
skinned butt-kicker Gamora (Zoe Saldana), 
beefcake-y, tattooed chrome-dome Drax 
(pro wrestler Dave Bautista), and an unlikely 
duo of soldiers of fortune: cranky, talking 
raccoon Rocket (voiced by Bradley Cooper) 
and his bark-covered sidekick, Groot (Vin 
Diesel). Naturally, none of these characters 
likes one another much at first. But they 
quickly realize that five heads and 12 legs 
are the bare minimum needed to prevent the 
villainous Ronan (Lee Pace) from destroy¬ 
ing the galaxy. Gunn has to juggle so many 
plot elements—so many booming galactic 
battles, so many whisker-close brushes with 
death—that it's little wonder he loses his 
grip on the thing. Gunn inserts occasional 
moments of wonder. But he doesn't bother 
to smooth over the seams. Time and again, 
he cues us what to feel, which is different 
from creating the perfect weather condi¬ 
tions for it and then stepping back. (PG-13)

THE PURGE: ANARCHY The Purge had a 
big idea—a near-future in which "any and 
all crime, including murder" is made legal 
one night a year—but limited its focus to 
an upscale family's failure to insulate itself 
from the government-sanctioned carnage. 
Now The Purge: Anarchy gets down in the 
muck of downtown Los Angeles with the 
hoi polloi reveling in the free-for-all and 
the conscientious objectors stuck in the 
wrong place at the wrong time. The latter 
group includes a mother-daughter duo and 
a youngish couple with car trouble. All four 
are saved from grisly ends by Sergeant 
(Frank Grillo), who's armed to the teeth and 
on an unspecified mission of vengeance on 
this most celebrated, feared, and reviled of 
nights. Everyone in this quintet of survivors 
is reluctant when he becomes the de 
facto guide—Sergeant doesn't want to be 
slowed down, and they don't know what 
he's doing with so many weapons. With his 
low-key machismo and tactical expertise, 
Grillo's performance will make you wonder 
why he didn't start headlining movies like 
this before turning 50; his is the soft-spoken 
kind of charisma that helped make half 
of the Expendables mto stars back in the 
'80s and '90s. In their nighttime roving and 
casual violence, the film's best scenes 
resemble nothing so much as the under¬ 
valued Escape from L.A. It's the city as 
no-man's-land, and Anarchy makes good 
on one character's nervous (and ultimately 
quite funny) declaration that "Everyone 
goes downtown to purge." (R) Michael 
Nordine.

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What’s Art, Doc? 

The Bowers’ Chuck Jones exhibit shows he was a genius even in his doodles

T he word doodles, when used 
to describe the complete 
sketches and fully formed sur¬ 
realism in the Bowers Muse¬ 
um’s exhibit “Chuck Jones: Doodles of 
a Genius/’ is a misnomer. Done casually, 
while the artist sat at his desk taking busi¬ 
ness calls, the evident concentration and 
detail is far more interesting than any¬ 
thing you or I would come up with when 
turning a triangle and a straight line into 
a tree or a scribble into a puffy cloud. 

Born in 1912, Jones was a voracious 
reader, the knowledge he gained help¬ 
ing him skip a few grades of elementary 
school. A self-portrait of himself as a little 
boy in knickers and knee socks, handfuls 
of pencils in every pocket and tucked into 
his waistband, gives you a good idea of 
the target he would become. That alien¬ 
ation from his less intelligent classmates 
progressed until he felt so estranged he 
dropped out of high school. Not want¬ 
ing his son’s talent to go to waste, Jones’ 
father enrolled him—during the depths of 
the Depression—at what would eventu¬ 
ally become Cal Arts. After graduation, 
the young man worked as a low-level 
animator for several years, was hired at 
Warner Bros, and became a director by 
age 25. During World War II, he worked 
with and befriended Theodor Geisel 
(who was already writing and publish¬ 
ing under the pseudonym Dr. Seuss), 
animating a series of army training films 
called SNAFU (army slang for “Situation 
Normal, All Fucked Up,” though the film¬ 
makers fudged the obscenity, substituting 
the word Fouled). Jones went on to direct 
more than 250 films—featuring Bugs 
Bunny, Daffy Duck and Porky Pig, among 
others. He gave us an animated Christmas- 
stealing Grinch, Who-hearing Horton and 
The Phantom Tollbooth; won four Oscars; 
and created an indelible legacy, working 
until he died in Corona Del Mar in 2002. 

There’s an obligatory wall displaying 
those old Warner Bros, favorites—a token 
to those who might otherwise not know 
who he is—but the exhibition’s raison 
d’etre are dozens of his improvisatory 
drawings. They range from straight¬ 
forward cartoons—child knights in armor, 
a portly rabbit dressed as a policeman, a 
toucan standing on an egg and peering 
into a theater lamp—to autobiographical 
portraits (a balding, bearded man with 
more than a passing resemblance to the 
artist sits in his shorts, contemplating a 
crystal ball, as the disembodied profile 
of a woman watches him). Unusual for 
off-the-cuff drawings (in which the sub¬ 
conscious provocatively gives us a peek), 
Jones’ imagery isn’t overtly discomfort¬ 


ing, unless his fascination with motorized 
machinery—some of it 1984-like menacing 
(such as the battery of angry red television 
sets)—is revelatory of some inner anxiety. 

The majority tends toward a kind of 
Dali-lite surreal, whimsical silliness, not 
unlike the best of his animated films. 
There’s some lefty politics, all vague 
enough to be lost on those just looking for 
the funny: a figure ponders an unsteady, 
multileveled rock mountain of flags 
(mostly stars and stripes), while a lone 
figure in the background approaches with 
yet another; an oversized insect looks 
back at a tiny frog harnessed to a neon 
sign beaming, “Stop the Bombing”; fish 
jump up to swallow un-baited hooks on a 
patriotic weather vane hovering in the air. 
That dreamy quality carries over to repre¬ 
sentations of odd Victorian/swinging-’60s 
mash-up furniture (usually with rickety- 
looking training wheels attached); vintage 
circular typewriter erasers with brushes 
dusting a hillside into oblivion; anthropo¬ 
morphic musical instruments; a lifeless 
arm poking out of a box like a magician’s 
trick gone horribly wrong; or a figure 
with an upside-down pitcher for a head, 
holding an orange-sized egg on a stick. 

Worthy of curation all by themselves 
are the ephemera Jones wrote in the 
corners, borders and, sometimes, directly 
on the pictures themselves: phone num¬ 
bers, addresses, names [Dr. Seuss (several 
times); his wife, Marian, fellow anima¬ 
tor Tex (Avery), voice actor Mel (Blanc), 
French film critic Michel (Ciment)], 
sets of calculated numbers, children’s 


network Nickelodeon, various itinerary 
notes. Then there’s the more cryptic: the 
words “No? Universal,” potential title 
parody of “Rikki-Tikki-Tavi” (a Rudyard 
Kipling short story Jones adapted) writ¬ 
ten out as “Rikki Tikki Tacki,” even a bit 
of capitalized and lower-case wordplay 
that rapidly descends into existential 
angst (“I’m me. I THINK/3 I AM A PER¬ 
SON/4 I AM OK/2 I... am ME/l I am/ 
YES. I AM!/am I?”). 

Thanks to the largesse of Jones’ wife- 
most of the drawings are from her private 
collection—and the Chuck Jones Center 
for Creativity in Costa Mesa, many of 
these pieces are being displayed in public 
for the first time. My hope would be that 
Marian Jones would consider making 
more of them available to the public, as 
well as to other animators. I’m aware 
Jones didn’t care for a lot of the cartoons 
he saw when he was alive, but imagining 
these “doodles” as a potential jumping-off 
point for characters and situations fleshed 
out by John Lasseter, John Kricfalusi, 
Pendleton Ward or even Doc Hammer 
and Jackson Publick is almost too exciting 
for this fanboy to contemplate. Jones died 
more than a decade ago, but that doesn’t 
mean collaboration isn’t still a possibility.

A Fine Femme Fest 

Burger Records beams over its punk rock Lilith Fair, Burger-A-Go-Go

T he past few years have been 
kind to Lee Rickard and Sean 
Bohrman of Burger Records. 
Their Fullerton shop is a suc¬ 
cess, and Burger is becoming a sought-after 
label and brand. Just before the company’s 
trademark Burgerama concert in March, 
though, Rickard scribbled an idea in the 
small notebook he uses to record passing 
thoughts: What if the label hosted a whole 
festival dedicated to female-fronted bands? 

“I think it’s going to be really inspiring 
to young people to see a ton of awesome 
female-dominated rock groups,” Rickard 
says from a couch at Burger’s headquarters. 

Rickard and Bohrman threw out the idea 
to the Observatory, the site of many Burger 
productions. Rickard relied on his trusty 
notebook for his preliminary vision for the 
show when he spoke with Observatory 
personnel. The Santa Ana venue’s team 
suggested an Aug. 2 show date; that Sat¬ 
urday was already slated to be headlined 
by one of the most recognizable female- 
fronted indie rock bands: Best Coast. 

The band’s Bethany Cosentino was 
already worried about the show. They had 
scheduled the date as a one-off, without 


anything to promote. But once she heard 
more about the event and its ethos, she 
enthusiastically agreed to Best Coast 
participating. “We have a ton of really 
young female fans,” she says. “Getting to 
see something like this and have them get 
really excited about it because it’s promot¬ 
ing girl power and celebrating girls will 
make this a fun event for girls who love our 
music and for everybody who’s there.” 

Within two weeks, the show was com¬ 
pletely booked. After Best Coast agreed 
to headline, Burger was able to cultivate 
a lineup that features a mix of established 
and lesser-known bands who haven’t had 
the platform to play before a big crowd. 
“Reaching out to Allison Wolfe of Bratmo- 
bile and getting her to D J this thing turns 
into booking one of her new bands to play, 
and once this one happens, more people 
[will] want to be a part of it,” Rickard says. 

The premise of Burger-A-Go-Go wasn’t 
to change how shows were booked and 
packaged. The responses have been 
overwhelmingly positive, Rickard says. 

He acknowledges that while this could 
ultimately open up new avenues for the 
label, initially, the festival just seemed like a 


really cool—and logical—idea. 

“People are excited to play Burger shows 
because we have a rep for putting on good 
shows,” Bohrman says. “So when we hit 
them up, they’re like, ‘Hell yeah, let’s do it!’ 
So it’s usually not too hard to get people.” 

As Rickard and Bohrman talk about 
Burger-A-Go-Go, they can’t help but beam 
with pride. It has been nearly 20 years since 
the Riot Grrrl movement and the Lilith Fair 
tour spotlighted female voices in pop music. 
Although those genres reflected a backlash 
to the more masculine musical movements 
of the time—particularly the post-alt rock 
that ruled the airwaves—they fizzled out 
before Y2K hit. But at July’s Burger Booga- 
loo, the legendary Ronnie Spector was the 
focal point of its two shows, even if many of 
the faces in the crowd weren’t alive the last 
time she had a hit. 

Also on the Burger Boogaloo lineup were 
the Muffs, whose Kim Shattuck played bass 
for the Pixies on top of her responsibilities 
with the Muffs for the better part of 2013. 
She says she never judges bands based on 
gender, only on whether they have strong 
melodies and good songs. Shattuck adds 
that the coolest aspect of Burger-A-Go-Go 


will be showing that girls can rock just as 
hard as their male counterparts. “It’s nice 
to be celebrated once in a while for some¬ 
thing you can’t help,” she says. 

Although the first Burger-A-Go-Go hap¬ 
pens this weekend, Rickard and Bohrman 
are already coming up with loftier goals 
for next year’s edition. They’re thinking of 
potential female-oriented sponsors who 
could showcase their companies to the 
next generation of young rockers. 

“Because it happened so fast, the lineup 
is what we got [together] in two weeks,” 
Rickard says. “Hopefully, we’ll have the 
platform to take it on the road the next 
year. There’s nothing more special and 
powerful than a woman’s voice.” 

The Best Coast front woman also sees 
something inspiring in Saturday’s festival. 

“It feels like something like this should take 
place all the time,” Cosentino says. “It is cool 
to be involved in something like this and to 
teach girls it’s okay to have a voice and an 
opinion. Maybe they’ve wanted to start a 
band but have been nervous or scared, and 
seeing all of these bands together can hope¬ 
fully inspire them to go out and do it.”

Bleeding Through’s Brandan Schieppati offers final 

words before they disband

F or the past 15 years, OC’s Bleed¬ 
ing Through has been one of the 
hardest working metalcore bands 
on the planet, with seven full- 
length albums and years of relentless tours. 
Despite more than a dozen revolving band 
members and several mishaps, some nearly 
fatal, the band forged on, playing in front of 
hundreds of thousands collectively and shar¬ 
ing the stage with such acts as Slayer, Hate- 
breed, Danzig, AFI, HIM, Comeback Kid 
and Cradle of Filth, among many others. The 
band’s ferocious blend of traditional hard¬ 
core and symphonic black metal elements 
bridged the gap between extreme metal and 
metalcore. But, sadly, Bleeding Through 
have decided to call it quits for undisclosed, 
personal reasons. After several “final” tours, 
the band recently embarked on its last string 
of West Coast shows, including back-to-back 
performances at Chain Reaction. 

Lead singer and founding member Bran- 
dan Schieppati spoke with the Weekly about 
Bleeding Through’s legacy, favorite local 
venues and his other career as a personal 
trainer through his gym, Rise Above Fitness 
in Huntington Beach. 

OC WEEKLY; So, after this run of West Coast 
shows , Bleeding Through are done—there are 
no more plans for shows? The band are offi¬ 
cially calling it quits? 

BRANDAN SCHIEPPATI: Yeah, after Aug. 

3, we’re hanging it up. We might get back 
together to write more music in the future, 
but it wouldn’t be Bleeding Through. We’re 
all going to be doing something musically, 
though, whether with other bands or new 
bands, absolutely. We’re not leaving the 
music industry. 

What do you want to be the band’s legacy: 
more as a live band or a band on record? 
That’s a good reason we’re going on these 
final shows. We’ve always felt [we were] a 


great live band, and we give people their 
money’s worth at shows. We’ve put a lot 
of stress on ourselves over the past 10-plus 
years to go out there and play our hardest 
every night. I really want the legacy of the 
band to be about the whole live experience. 
There is just a whole energy and vibe that 
fills the room. We want to make sure people 
get to experience the best show we can pos¬ 
sibly put on for each and every show. 

Tell us about your pursuits and career in the 
health-and-fitness industry. 

I got into personal training and fitness in 
2008.1 was looking for something to segue 
from my music career and set me up for the 
rest of my life, and I wanted to find some¬ 
thing I was equally as passionate about as 
music. That was fitness. So in between tours, 
I educated myself. With the band, we built 
a culture, a place where people could feel 
welcome. So I decided to do the same with 
fitness.... It’s all about the lifestyle changes, 
exercising and getting people healthy. There 
are a lot of parallels between the music 
industry and the fitness industry, and I want 
to make those parallels come closer together. 
What was your favorite venue in the OC/ 
Inland Empire area to play a show? 
Collectively, our favorite was Showcase 
Theater in Corona; that place was small but 
rad. It’s not around anymore, but we loved 
playing there back in the day. But neck and 
neck after that would be the Chain Reac¬ 
tion and Glasshouse. Two different vibes, 
but both great places to play fun shows. 

And both of those venues have been with us 
since day one.

C osta Mesas Dano Forte has found his musical 
niche. Being a one-man band who serves up 
rompin', stompin' roadhouse blues affords him 
opportunities that your traditional four-piece might 
not get. 

"You never know where they're gonna put me," 
Forte says. "It's great to be able to set up anywhere 
and go. [There were] shows at the Detroit Bar [at 
which] I'd sit out in the smoking area, and it was 
just packed out there. People would be out there 
dancing. It was great—a show inside the show." 

Fie may be out on a smoking patio instead of 
onstage, at the risk of spilled beers and smashed 
gear from the crowd, but his show is hardly an 
afterthought. Instead, he's the glue that holds the 
night together, entertaining the crowds as bands 
set up inside. 

It was one of these patio gigs at the Detroit Bar 
(now known as the Wayfarer) that helped Forte 
land an opportunity any local rock band would 
covet: a 14-night stint opening for Social Distor¬ 
tion during their annual block of Flouse of Blues 
shows. Todd Miller, manager of the Anaheim 
venue, saw him and offered Forte the coveted slot. 
Forte not only performed on the main stage, but he 
also stuck around after the show to play—where 
else?—on the smoking patio/barroom upstairs. 

When he's not sharing the stage with Fuller¬ 
ton's finest punks, you can find Forte and his semi- 
iconic suitcase, filled with oddities and (hopefully) 
dollar bills, fairly regularly at the divier bars and 
more intimate venues around the county. Fie also 
performs with a consistent cast of characters, 
including local bluegrass outfit Moonsville Collec¬ 
tive and the rowdy Restavrant [sic], whose brand 
of blues is nasty in all the right ways. 

Fle's been a one-man band for just shy of five 
years, but for many years, he sang and played 
harmonica with jump-blues swing group the 
Jive Kings. When that outfit's members went

their separate ways, Forte wasn't ready to retire 
from music. Forte has been a mouth harpist for 
25 years now, but surprisingly, his guitar playing 
began only a few years ago. One day, he "picked 
up the guitar, put one of those silly harmonica 
racks on, tried it, and was like, 'Floly crap, I can 
do this.'" 

Fie started playing juke-joint-style music for his 
friends. "They're like, 'Oh, my God, you're such 
a freak,' and it just kinda stuck," he says. "So... 
'Juke Joint Freak Show.'" 

Forte considers himself rather lucky to have 
a weekly Wednesday-night residency at the tiki 
lounge Anchor Bar in Costa Mesa, which will cel¬ 
ebrate his third month come October. "It's pretty 
fresh each time—there's a different crowd that 
comes in there," he said. "It's definitely not like 
you're putting on a concert each time. It's more 
like you're a lounge musician." 

It's a fun gig, he says, one he won't soon tire of 
because no matter how many people are there, if 
they're having a good time, Forte is having a good 
time. "I'm the King of the Cocktail Flour," he says. 

The New York native moved to Orange County 
when he was 12 years old. As the owner of Dano 
Surfboards, Forte lives and works in Costa Mesa. 
"It's funny, when you play, people... wanna hear 
you're from some small town in Texas or some¬ 
thing or Louisiana," he says. "No, from Costa 
Mesa ... sorry. 

"I always think I have to think of an alter-ego or 
something and a made-up place to make people 
think I'm more of the bluesmanthan I am," he 
jokes. Well, it worked for Robert Johnson anyway.
